^ Immediately after the shooting, the Dallas Police converged on* the 
Jfchqol^Eoo^ and ascertained that Lee Harvey Oswald had 

noo returned oo work at the depository after having been seen departing 
from uhe building by other employees shortly after the shooting. Be- 
tween 12:^3 P.M. and 12:^5 P.M. a description of the person wanted in 
the shooting was broadcast by the Dallas police. The wanted notice 
described the suspect as slender, white, male, about 30, 5 f . r 10", 165 
lbs., reportedly armed with a 30 caliber rifle.*/" 

At about 1:17 P.M. Dallas police received a call from a citizen 
using a police radio from cruiser 10 stating that an officer had been 
shot in the 400 block of E. 10th Street.

At 1:18 P.M. the Dallas police had broadcast a report that an 
officer had been involved in a shooting in the hOO block of E.. 10th 
Street. Officers responding to this call discovered that Officer J. D. 
Tippet of ohe Dallas Police Department had been shot by a man answering 
the description of the suspected assassin broadcast earlier., Witnesses 
stated that Oswald had been walking along west on the south side of 
10th Street when Officer Tippit, driving east on 10th Street, pulled 
alongside and spoke to him. Oswald leaned on the open window of the 
stopped police car and said something to the officer. The officer then 
left the cruiser, using the left door, and started walking toward Oswald 
by walking around the front of the police car. Oswald had backed away 
from the cruiser and was standing near the sidewalk. As the officer 
rounded the left front fender of tpe police car, Oswald fired three 
shots. Shot once in the head, twice in the chest. Officer Tippit fell 
to the ground, mortally wounded, and never regained consciousness. 

Oswald turned, ran, and was observed by witnesses continuing west be- 
tween Jefferson and 10th Streets (statements of the witnesses of the 
^shooting are attached). 

Shortly afterward, the police received a telephone call from the 
cashier of the Texas Theater at the insistence of another witness 
(Johnny Brewer) tnat a man had entered the theater under suspicious cir- 
cumstances and without paying for his admission. 

At 1:28 P.M. police broadcast that Officer Tippit was DOA at 

and that the description of the suspect in the Tippit 
shooting ana ohe description of the suspect in the President's assassi- 
nation were similar. Radio^traffic discloses that - ' the suspect had been 
traced to the Texas Theate r, 231 We st Jefferson. Police surrounded the

She said she could recall washing 
them herself, she advised that to her knowledge OSWALD possessed 
both of these jackets at Dallas cn November 22, 1963. 



None of the other items of CSWM-S’s clothing available 
contained any dry cleaner’s or laundry markings that were 
similar, or could be associated with the "30 020” marking and the 
"B9738" dry cleaner tag appearing on the X-42 jacket.

He soaoed it was common knowledge that Ruby went armed.

SUBJECT was intervie-wed by the undersigned officers and the following 
report submitted. 

SUBJECT, who was born in Poland, resides at 5930?: La Vista Drive 
with his wife. ANNA, who is Russian bom. Their telephone number is 
TA3-2219* He is employed as a packer at SANGER-HARRIS DEPARHiENT STORE 
and she, as a draftsman at the DALLAS POWER & LIGHT COMPANY. 

MRS. MELLER, stated that she and GEORGE BOUKE went to a small 
party at the residence of PETER GREGORY in Fort Worth during the summer 
of 1962, where they met LEE HARVEY and MARINA OSWALD. She and BOUHE 
visited the OSWALDS at 2703 Mercedes in Fort Worth two or three times 
after that to take them food and clothing. OSWALD became very belliger- 
ent on these occasions, saying that' he didn 1 1 need or want help from 
anyone. MRS. MELLFR also said that she saw the book, "CAPITAL", which 
was written by KARL MARX, during one of these visits at OSWALD'S house 
and became very worried about it. SUBJECT said he checked with the FBI 
and they told him that OSWALD was all right. 



SUBJECT stated that a friend of his, MRS. CUNNINGHAM with the 
TEXAS EMPLOYMENT COMMISSION, helped OSWALD get a Job with a photo 
engraving company in Dallas in October of 1962. When SUBJECT told 
OSWALD that he should thank her for getting him the Job, he said, "Why 
should I thank anyone for getting me a Job where I only make $1.25 an 
hour." 



On or about November 5# 1962, MARINA telephoned MRS. KELL E R and 
told her that T.EE HARVEY had beat her up and she had left him. MRS.

KELLER invited her to stay at her home for a few days. On November 11, 
1962, KARINA left the KELLERS and went to stay at the residence of 
DECLAN FORD. 

SUBJECT stated that the last time he and his wife saw the OSWALDS 
was at a party on December 28, 1962, at the DECLAN FORD residence. 

GEORGE de KOHRENSCHILDT had brought the OSWALDS to the party. 

MR. and MRS. KELLER both felt that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had a * 
serious psychological problem. They did not know JACK RUBY.

The President's body was removed from the casket in which it 
had been transported and was placed on the autopsy table, at 
which time the complete body was wrapped in a 3 heet and the 
head area contained an additional wrapping which was saturated 
with blood. Following the removal of the wrapping, it was 
ascertained that the President's clothing had been removed 
and lt^was also apparent that a tracheotomy had been performed, 
a3 well as surgery of the head area, namely, in the top of 
the skull. All personnel with the exception of medical 
officers needed in the taking of photographs and X-Rays were 
requested to leave the autopsy room and remain in an adjacent 
room . 



Upon completion of X-Rays and photographs, the first incision 
■ v.as made at 8:15 p.m. X-Rays of the brain area which were 
developed and returned to the autopsy room disclosed a path 
of a missile which appeared to enter the back of the skull 
and the path of the disintegrated fragments could be observed 
along the right side of the 3kull. The largest section of 
this missile as portrayed by’ X-Ray appeared to be behind the 1 
right frontal sinus . The jiext largest fragment appeared to 
be at the rear of the skull at the juncture of the skull bone. 



The Chief Pathologist advised approximately 40 particles of 
disintegrated bullet and smudges indicated that tho projectile 
had fragmentized while passing through the skull region.

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Eurlng the autopsy inspection of the area of the brain 
two fragments of metal we re removed by Dr. KUMES, namely 9 
one fragment measuring 7x2 millimeters , which was removed 
from the right side of the brain. An additional fragment of 
metal measuring 1x3 millimeters was also removed from this 
area, both of which were placed in a glass jar containing a 

top which were thereafter marked for identification 
ana following the signing of a proper receipt were transported 
by Bureau agents to the FBI Laboratory. 



Luring the latter stages of this autopsy. Dr. HUMES located 
an opening which appeared to be a bullet hole which was below ' 
the shoulders and two inches to the right of the middle line 
of the spinal column. 



Ihis opening was probed by Dr. HUMES with the finger, at which 
time it was determined that the trajectory of the missile 
entering at this point had entered at a downward position’ of 
45 to 60 degrees . Further probing determined that the distance 
travelled by this missile was a Bhort distance inasmuch as the 
end of the opening could be felt with the finger. 

Inasmuch as no complete bullet of any size could be located in 
the brain area and likewise no bullet could be located in the 
back or any other area of the body as determined by total 
body X-Rays and inspection revealing there was no point of 
exit, the individuals performing the autopsy were at a loss 
to explain why they could find no bullets . 

A call was made by Bureau agents to the Firearms Section of 
the FBI Laboratory, at which time SA CHARLES L. KILLION advised 
that the Laboratory had received through Secret Service 
Ageno RICHARD JOHNSON a bullet which had reportedly been found 
on a stretcher in the emergency room of Parkland Hospital, 
Dallas, Texas, This stretcher had also contained a stethescope 
and pair of rubber gloves. Agent JOHNSON had advised the 
Laboratory that it had not been ascertained whether or not 
this was the stretcher which had been used to transport the 
body of President KENNEDY. Agent ICILLION further described 
this bullet as pertaining to a 6.5 millimeter rifle which 
would be approximately a 25 caliber rifle and that this bullet ' 
consisted of a copper alloy full jacket.

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RESULTS OF AUTOPSY ON JOHN - F. KENNEDY 

On November 23, 1963, an autopsy was performed on the 
body of former President JOHN F. KENNEDY at the National Naval 
Medical Center, Bethesda, Maryland. A total body X— ray and 
autopsy revealed one bullet hole located just below shoulders 
to right of spinal column and hand— probing indicated trajectory 
at angle of 45 to 60 degrees downward and hole of short depth 
with no point of exit. No bullet located in body. 

A second bullet entered back of head and thereafter em- 
erged through top of skull. Two metal fragments removed from 
brain area, the first 7x2 millimeters and the other 3 by 1 
millimeters in size. 

The above two metal fragments were turned Over to 
Agents of the FBI for delivery to the FBI Laboratory. 

A piece of skull measuring 10 by 6.5 centimeters had 
been flown in to Bethesda from Dallas hospital and this disclosed 
minute metal fragments where bullet emerged from skull. 

With respect to the bullet hole located in the back, 
pathologist at National Naval Medical Center was of the opinion 
this bullet worked its way out of the victim’s back during cardiac 
massage performed at Dallas hospital prior to transportation of the 
body to Washington. 

With respect to this situation, it is noted that 
Secret Service Agent RICHARD JOHNSON turned over to the FBI 
Laboratory one 6.5 millimeter rifle bullet (approximately .25 
caliber), copper alloy, full jacket, which he advised was found 
on a stretcher in the emergency room of the Dallas hospital to 
which the vicjtim was taken. JOHNSON was unable to advise whether 
stretcher on which this bullet was found had been used for the 
President.

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WILLIAM ALLEN HARPER, a student at Texas Christian 
Univarsity, Ft. Worth, Texas, but who lives in Dallas, 
at.

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On November 27, 1963, the FBI Laboratory advised that 
a piece of bone reportedly located near where President KENNEDY 
was shot had been x-rayed and examined microscopically for bullet 
metals, but none were found.

I am transmitting a report by Chief James J. Rowley of the 
United States Secret Service, dated December 18, 1963, on the 
assassination of President- Kennedy. 

The report covers the advance preparations of the Secret 
Service for the Presidential visit to Dallas on November 22, 1963, 
and Its activities on that day in Dallas. It does not include 
investigative activities by the Secret Service to ascertain or 
to assist in ascertaining the identity of the President’s killer 
or his motives . We have made available , and will continue to make 
available, to the F.B.I. all reports on such activities. 

This report discloses a number of aspects of the Secret 
Service's operations which are not general public knowledge. 

The Secret Service is concerned lest detailed disclosure of its 
procedures might facilitate a future attempt on the life oi the 
President. Therefore, I should like to ask that before the 
Commission makes public any of the material in this report, you 
consult with our General Counsel, G. d'A.ndelot Belin. 

If the Commission desires any additional information from the 
Secret Service or this Department, we are of course at your service

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- . I. THE ASSASSINATION 

President John Fitzgerald Kennedy was assassinated in Dallas, 
Texas, at approximately 12:29 p. m.. (CST) on November 22, 1963. 

At the time, the President was en route from Love Field to the 
Trade Mart in Dallas to address a luncheon sponsored by several 
civic groups. Among those in the motorcade with the President were 
his wife, Vice. President and Mrs. 'Lyndon B. Johnson, and Texas 
Governor John B. Connally and his wife. 

A. Assassin in Building ' 

: As the. motorcade was traveling through downtown Dallas on 
Elm Street about fifty yards west of the intersection with Houston 
Street (Exhibit 1), three shots rang out. Two bullets struck 
President Kennedy, and one wounded Governor Connally. The 
President, who slumped forward in the car, was rushed to Parkland 
Memorial Hospital, where he was pronounced dead at 1:00 p. m. 

Eyewitnesses at the scene of the shooting saw an individual 
holding a rifle in a sixth-floor window of the Texas School Book 
Depository Building located on the corner of Houston and Elm Streets. 
One individual stated that after he heard what he believed to be a

second shot, he looked up, and saw this man take deliberate aim with 
a rifle and fire in the direction of the Presidential motorcade as it

Three empty cartridge cases were found near the window from 
which the shots were fired on the sixth floor of the building. These 
cartridge cases were examined by the FBI Laboratory, and it was 
determined that all three had been fired in the rifle owned by Oswald. 
(Exhibit 22) 

Immediately after President Kennedy and Governor Connally 
were admitted to Parkland Memorial Hospital, a bullet was found on 
one of the stretchers. Medical examination of the President's body • > 
revealed that one of the bullets had entered just below his shoulder 
to the right of the spinal column at an angle of 45 to 60 degrees downward, 
that there was no point of exit, and that the bullet was not in the body. 

An examination of this bullet by the FBI Laboratory determined that 
it had been fired from the rifle owned by Oswald. (Exhibit 23) 

Bullet fragments found in the automobile in which President 
Kennedy was riding were examined in the FBI Laboratory. It was 
definitely established, from markings on two of the fragments, that 
they had been fired from the rifle owned by Oswald.

Several tiny fragments of lead were recovered from the 
President’s head and his limousine, and one was recovered 
rrcm Governor Connally’s arm. However, these fragments were 
too small for the FBI Laboratory to effect an identification 
with any weapon. 

Examination of the limousine also disclosed that the 
windshield was cracked and there was a dented area in the 
windshield chrome molding at the top near the center which 
may have been caused by bullet fragments.

In support of their speculations, some of the critics 
allege, among other things, that there is a "conflict" between portions 
of two LSI reports and the official autopsy report regarding the wounds 
found in the President's body. 

While there is a difference in the information reported by 
the FBI and the information contained in the autopsy report concerning 
the wounds, there is no conflict.

Since this observation had 
been included in the FBI report of December 9, 1963, another reference 
v.rm made to it in the report of January 13, 1954, in conjunction with the 
Laboratory findings to point up this probability. 

The FBI and the Warren Commission each received a 
copy of the official autopsy report on December 23, 1953, from Secret 
aorvice iollowing a specific request for this document. Since the FBI 
.v..ew die Commission had a copy of the official autopsy, its contents 
were not repeated in an FBI report. 

Recently the charge has been made that the FBI altered 
the film of the assassination taken by Abraham Zapruder. This is 
mta.iy iL.se. ine r BI never had the original Zapruder film in its 
possession — it was purchased by a national magazine. The FBI obtained 
a copy of the original uncut film and reproduced this for the Commission 
w.iich since has turned it over to National Archives. 

At the direction of President Johnson, the FBI conducted 
a prompt, intensive, objective and thorough investigation of the assas- 
sination.

SUBJECT: Items for Possible Inquiry 



At your suggestion we have set forth below specific 
questions which have occurred to us while working on the 
chronology. We have not Included such broad areas of inquiry 
as Oswald's Mexican trip or Ruby's Cuban trip, etc. In all 
probability many of these items 'may have already been con- 
sidered. However, some of them may be worthy of further 
study or action. 

1 . Jack Ruby maintained a safe-deposit box' (No. 448 ) 
at the Merchants' State Bank in Dallas. In Commission #86, 
page 379 it states that Captain Will Frits accompanied by 
Detective B. L. Shenkle and William F. Alexander, Assistant 
District Attorney, Dallas County, opened Ruby's safe-deposit 
box. It' was empty. Virtually all banks require individuals 
opening safe-deposit boxes to sign a book or sheet.

Therefore, in view of the box being e-mpty, 
perhaps it would be desirable to make inquiries of bank per- 
sonnel to determine if any access was had to the box by 
unknown persons in the interim period between Ruby's last 
recorded entry into the box and Captain Frits' examination of 
the box?

Comments on Dr. Goldberg’s Proposed Outline of the 
Report of the Commission 



1. I think that it is obvious that our report 
should be documented as thoroughly as possible. When the 
Commission itself has interviewed a witness, or when a staff 
member. has interviewed a witness, the written record of the 
interview will usually solve our documentation problem. How- 
ever, there are many instances where this will not be 
practical. For example, the Mexican trip concerns all sorts 
of routine information as to when a paycheck would probably 
have arrived at a certain post office, what the usual pro- 
cedures are for keeping records in the American and Mexican 
Immigration Offices, the fact that a photograph which 
purports to be of a passenger manifest on a Mexican busline is 
in fact just that, etc. In most of these instances I see no 
harm in referring directly to the FBI or Secret Service report 
involved and permitting the report itself to be published as 
part of the public record. In a few situations the report may 
have to be "sterilized," i.e., references to the office or the 
name of the special agent or a few other sensitive words 
deleted. A more difficult problem will be the use of those 
reports which Involve statements by informants. Anyway, I 
believe that we might begin to explore this problem with the 
FBi and the Secret Service now. If these two agjencles are 
going to take a strong stand against making any Reports at all 
public, we may be faced with the job of gathering all kinds of 
routine testimony, duplicating what Is already In this report, 
on our o wn, and if we have to" do this, we should know it soon.

Dear Mr. Rankin: 

At your request we have examined the tape relating 
to President Kennedy’s assassination. We made 
spectrograms for a period of 7.79 seconds and found 
no evidence of non voiced noise before the occurance 
of event #1 shown on figures 4A and 46. If this event, 
which appears as a short duration spike, is a gun 
shot, it is followed by three other non voiced noises 
with different acoustic characteristics. The other 
noises occur .86 second, 1.035 seconds and 1.385 se- 
conds after event #1 . 

Events #2, #3, and #4 are of longer duration showing 
three resonance bands which appear to be harmonically 
related. These events possibly are reverberation 
noises generated by event #1. Events #5 and #6 may 
or may not be related to the proceeding events. If 
not, we cannot account for them. 

We continued the tape analysis for 5*04 seconds after 
event #6 with finding any non voiced noises. 

If we can be of further help, we will be pleased to 
try.

a »vt,ibsr 23 , 1963 . The enlarged copy received by the FBI at Dallas 
was furnished to FBI Headquarters on November 24, 1963. 
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Captain FRITZ stated to his knowledge copies of said 
photograph and others have been furnished to the Texas Attorney 
General’s Office and to Assistant District Attorney for Dallas 
County, BILL ALEXANDER. Captain FRITZ stated' no copies of said 
photograph, to his knowledge, were furnished to any news media and 
that Assistant Chief of Police GEORGE LUMPKIN reportedly has a 
record of the dissemination made of the photographs in this case.

DETAILS OF INVESTIGATION 

Reference is made to previous reports in this case. 

On December 9> 19^3 I called at the County Medical Officer's office, 

Parkland Memorial Hospital, Dallas, Texas, and interviewed Earl F. Rose, 

M.D., County Medical Officer, Dallas County, Texas. A copy of the 
autopsy report on Officer J. D. Tippit was requested at that time but 
Dr. Rose stated that he did not have his report ready as yet, but that he 
would have it completed and I would be able to obtain a copy on December 10, 

1963 . 

Dr. Rose informed me at that time that the officer was hit with four shots 
but that only three of the bullets penetrated and tho fourth bullet apparently 
hit a button on the officer's coat and this kept it from penetrating the body. 
When the examination was performed, three bullets were removed from the body 
and turned over to the Police Crime Lab. (These are now in the possession of 
the FBI).

The report shows 
that three of the bullets hit Tippit in the chest and the other bullet 
hit his head.
